Former Judge .1. E. O'Con-
nor Dies at Homo After
Long .Illness; "Was Well
Known in the Southwest

At the end of a day's search along
the canal banks, the authorities were
forced to admit their disappointment
that the body of Kenneth C. Folston
had not been found.

All the circumstances surrounding
Folston's disappearance point toward
murder. He had come here a health
seeker and had greatly improved in
his short stay here. He had never
been despondent and seemed particu-
larly happy in Phoenix. The fact that
he had drawn $300 from the baifk the
day of his disappearance indicates that
he was murdered with robbery for the
motive, say the authorities.

An official inquiry into the causes
of the wreck on the Santa. Fe railroad
Friday afternoon, when five cars of a
freight train went through the Asna
Fria bridge, injuring one man so that
he died two hours later, was yesterday
ordered by the state corporation com-
mission.

The inquiry was set for 2 o'clock on
next Wednesday afternoon, all officials
and employes of the railroad having
knowledge of the disaster being cited .
to appear and testify at that time.

The man who was fatally injured in
the wreck was C. F. Kizer of Prescott,
derrick engineer, who was riding on his
derrick at the time of the disaster, the
derrick car being a part of the train
and near the front. The injured man
was taken to Glendale for treatment,
but died about 6 o'clock that same
afternoon.

Different causes were assigned for
the accident, and it will be the effort
of the corporation commission to ar-
rive at the true one and to learn to
whom the blame is dne for the wreck.
